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How  to  Apply 


Fill  out  an  Application  for  Vehicle  Title  and 

Registration  (form  VSD-190).  All  items  must  be 

completed  accurately  for  speedy  processing. 

Documents  must  be  provided  to  confirm  this 

information: 

1 .  Name  and  address  of  the  owner. 

2.  The  odometer  reading  as  it  appears  on  the 
vehicle  odometer.  Do  not  include  tenths  of  a 
mile.  Mark  one  of  the  three  boxes:  the  odometer 
reading  represents  the  actual  number  of  miles 
the  vehicle  has  been  driven;  the  odometer 
reading  does  not  represent  the  actual  number  of 
miles  the  vehicle  has  been  driven;  or  the  odometer 
has  rolled  over. 

3.  A  description  of  the  vehicle,  including  year, 
make,  model,  vehicle  identifcation  number,  body 
type,  date  of  purchase  and  whether  new  or  used. 

4.  Names  and  addresses  of  any  lienholders  in  the 
order  of  their  priority. 

5.  DOCUMENTS:  The  application  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  out-of-state  certificate 
of  title,  or  other  proof  of  ownership 
acceptable  to  the  Illinois  Secretary  of  State's 
office. 

If  there  is  an  outstanding  loan  and  the  title  is 
being  held  by  an  out-of-state  lienholder,  a  copy 
of  either  the  title,  Certificate  of  Origin,  out-of- 
state  registration,  or  Bill  of  Sale;  and  a  copy  of 
the  loan  agreement  must  be  submitted  in  lieu  of 
the  title.  You  may  call  the  Mail-In  Title  Audit 
Section  (217)  782-6306  for  further  details  if 
necessary. 


ADDITIONAL  DOCUMENTS: 

Some  registration  categories  require: 

•  Proof  of  financial  responsibility 

•  Proof  of  vehicle  inspection  certification 

•  Proof  of  disability 

•  Proof  of  disabled  veteran  status 

•  Proof  of  EX-POW  status 

•  Proof  of  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor  recipient 
status 

•  Proof  of  National  Guard  status 

•  Legible  photocopy  of  FCC  License 


SALES  TAX 


Vehicles  titled  and  registered  in  another  juris¬ 
diction  for  three  months  prior  to  moving  to  this 
state  are  exempt  from  Illinois  tax,  but  tax  form 
RUT- 50  (if  purchased  from  an  individual)  or  RUT- 
25  (if  purchased  from  an  out-of-state  dealer)  must 
be  completed  showing  exempt  status.  Lessors, 
lessees,  businesses  relocating  into  Illinois,  and 
military  persons  whose  home  of  record  is  Illinois 
are  not  entitled  to  this  exemption,  although 
depreciation  is  allowed.  Tax  form  RUT-25  must  be 
completed  to  allow  depreciation. 

If  you  recently  purchased  and  have  not  titled  or 
registered  the  vehicle  you  are  bringing  into  this 
state,  a  properly  completed  tax  form,  either  RUT- 
25  (if  purchased  from  a  dealer)  or  RUT-50  (if 
purchased  from  an  individual)  and  any  applicable 
tax  made  payable  to  the  Department  of  Revenue, 
must  accompany  your  application  to  the  Secretary 
of  State's  office.

What  Vehicles  Must  Be 
Titled  and  Registered 

All  vehicles  used  on  Illinois  public  roads  must  have 
title  and  registration.  (See  Sec.  5/3-402  of  the 
Illinois  Compiled  Statutes,  the  state  law,  for 
exceptions.)  New  residents  have  30  days  to  apply 
for  Illinois  title  and  registration  after  establishing 
residence  in  this  state,  provided  the  vehicle  is 
properly  registered  in  another  jurisdiction. 

If  a  motorcycle  or  motor-driven  cycle  is  not 
properly  manufactured  or  equipped  for  general 
highway  use  as  required  by  law,  it  is  not  eligible 
for  registration  but  will  be  issued  a  distinctive 
certificate  of  title. 

TITLE  ONLY  REQUESTS:  A  vehicle  title,  without 
registration,  may  be  issued  only  if  the  vehicle  will 
not  be  operated  on  public  roads.  An  application  for 
vehicle  title  (VSD-330)  is  required  for  this  purpose 
and  must  be  submitted  with  the  proper  fee. 

_ Mailing  Information 

Titles  showing  a  lien  are  mailed  to  the  lienholder 
while  others  must  be  mailed  directly  to  the  owner 
at  the  residence  shown  on  the  title,  unless 
requested  otherwise.

There  is  an  annual  fee  of  $10  in  addition  to  the 
regular  renewal  fee  for  vanity  plates  each  year 
thereafter.  Other  registration  fees  vary  according  to 
the  gross  weight,  special  use  of  vehicle,  business 
concern,  etc.  The  fee  instrument  is  to  be  made 
payable  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  Do  not  send  cash.

All  vehicle  registrations  expire  at  the  end  of  a 
month. 


As  a  courtesy  to  motorists,  the  Vehicle  Services 
Department  mails  out  registration  renewal 
applications  prior  to  the  expiration  date.  If  you  do 
not  receive  a  renewal  application,  contact  this 
office.  Registrants  are  responsible  for  maintaining 
valid  registration. 

Motorists  may  renew  their  registration: 

•  by  mail, 

•  by  phone,  through  the  touch  tone  renewal 
program, 

•  at  the  Customer  Service  Centers  listed  in  this 
publication  or  at  most  Secretary  of  State  driver 
services  facilities  in  Illinois,  or 

•  through  financial  institutions  (only  passenger 
car,  B-truck,  small  trailer  and  motorcycle). 

Mandatory  Vehicle 
Insurance 


All  motor  vehicles  registered  and  operated  in  Illinois 
must  be  covered  by  liability  insurance — insurance 
that  covers  the  property  damage  and/or  injuries 
you  may  cause  others  in  an  accident.
